Over Land 


Council Acts For 
Return of Streets 


Taken By Government 


City council W ednesday night 
authorized City A ttorney Roy W. 
Colegate to approve a compromise 
with the United States govern­ 
ment by which a condem nation 
suit instituted two years ago will 
be dropped. 
The governm ent took over ap­ 
proxim ately 400 acres for the air 
base here and included in the 
land w ere several city streets. 
The portion of condem nation pro­ 
ceedings 
to 
acquite 
the 
land 
which involves the city concerns 
the streets in the tract. 


READS PROPOSAL 


City A ttorney Colegate W ed­ 
nesday night read the com pro­ 
mise offer of the governm ent 
whereby Uncle Sam agreed to 
drop the suits agaihst the city if 
the city w ould grant the govern­ 
m ent full and uninterrupted use 
of the streets for the duration and 
a reasonable tim e thereafter. 
The city’s stand in the m atter 
was that, if the governm ent ac­ 
quired all of the property and 
then sold the land after th e war, 
the city would be w ithout im ­ 
portant access streets to the post 
w ar airport developm ent. 
Under term s of compromise, the 
governm ent will drop its suits 
providing the city grants free use 
of the streets, allowing them to 
be fenced off or pu t to any use 
the governm ent decrees. 


CITY AGREES 


In two 
motions, the council 
quickly accepted. The first auth­ 
orized approval of the com pro­ 
mise and the second granted the 
governm ent the use of the lands 
occupied by the streets in any 
way. 
When 
the 
arm y 
w ithdraw s 
from the air base, the streets will 
revert to city control. 


Price $3.00 Per Year 
Assessment 
Gains Laid 
To Building 


Analysis of the Palm Springs 
assessment by County Assessor 
Frank Burchfield reveals th at the 
increase in the local assessm ent 
from $6,960,920 for the 1943-44 
fiscal year, to $8,228,330 for the 
current fiscal year, was m ainly 
due to adjustm ents in the valua­ 
tion of im provem ents. 
Land valuations and p ersonal 
property assessm ents w ere little 
changed but buildings and im­ 
provem ents w ere more than a 
million dollars greater. 
This year’s assessment, accord­ 
ing to a breakdow n of the total 
by Mr. Burchfield, shows land in 
the Village valued at $2,645,750; 
buildings, $4,731,330; p e r s o n a l 
property, $545,950, for a total of 
$7,923,030. 
Exemptions, 
including 
l a n d 
held by the governm ent, $49,890, 
leaving a n et of $7,873,140. To this 
is added the assessm ents for pub­ 
lic utilities and operative prop­ 
erties set by the state board of 
equalization at $407,190, a $15,000 
increase over last year. The total 
assessed valuation is, therefore, 
$8,228,330.

We wont you to 


be forewarned 


A» you may have read in the newspapers, the Office of 
Defense Transportation has given the railroada authority 
to take train space from civilian passengers at any time, to 
make room for wounded service men. 
We sincerely hope that people planning trips not essential 
to the war effort will cancel their plans so that more room will 
be left on trains, and so make it unnecessary to take these 
drastic steps. We are going to take care of these wounded men 
first. They come first with us, and we believe they come first 
with you. But we and other railroads would dislike very much 
to cancel reservations at the last minute, or to make people 
already on trains give up their space. 
The invasion of Europe has started, and how great the toll 
of wounded will be nobody knows. We have our wounded 
from the Pacific coming in too. And more and more cars must 
be taken for them from the restricted amount of equipment 
left after the regular military requirements are met. 
We cannot guarantee that if you start a trip you will be 
able to get space returning. You must face that fact. If you’re 
away from home on a pleasure trip and emergency space 
cancellations must be made, you may have great difficulty 
getting back. 
For some time we have been urging people not to travel 
except on essential business. We haven’t enjoyed doing this. 
For many years we have been trying to promote travel, and 
it “goes against the grain” to suggest that people stay off the 
trains. The very fact that we have issued these appeals should 


indicate the seriousness of the travel situation. And the new 
ODT order emphasizes this still more. 
Why don’t we provide more cars, more trains? Virtually no 
new cars can be built during war time. Materials are scarce, 
and car builders have been making guns and tanks and other 
war equipment. With the biggest army and navy in our his­ 
tory, about 63% of all Pullman sleeping cars have to be used 
exclusively for military service. Travel by men in uniform on 
furlough, or traveling on orders, plus the greatly increased 
volume of business travel due to the war production effort, 
taxes the capacity of the remaining equipment used in regu­ 
lar passenger train service. There are no more passenger car* 
available. We must get along with what we have. 
We have now reached the point where there just isn’t room 
on our trains for people who don’t have to travel. 
People planning a vacation or other non-essential trip may 
think “There’s always room for one more.” 
Well, there isn’t. 
If you are planning a train trip not essential to the war 
effort, we strongly advise you to change your plans, now.

There are three alternate roads for Allied armies 
now pounding toward Berlin. Russian troops near 
the German-Polish border are only about 300 miles 
from the Nazi capital. 
Allied troops in Italy are 
about 600 miles from the heart of the Reich. And 
Allied troops in France, too, are just a little more 
than 600 miles away from Hitler’s seat of govern­ 
ment. 
Which road will eventually become the main 
highway used by our armies in smashing the Nazi 
hierarchy we can only conjecture. Undoubtedly all 
three will see plenty of Allied traffic. But that-the 
end is inexorably drawing nearer for the Prussian 
military machine is graphically evidenced when we 
realize that the distance now separating our vast 
Allied armies from Berlin is in no instance as great 
as the length of our California coastline. 
The 
Russian army, in fact, is closer to Berlin than San 
Francisco is to Los Angeles. 
We know that every mile of the road to Berlin 
may be bitterly contested. 
We can have no illu­ 
sions on that score. But the road is getting shorter. 
And for that we can be deeply grateful.

"Where Is The Money Coming From?" 


(From “H eadlines,” Real Estate Magazine) 
When we talk and plan about great postwar ac­ 
tivity in the real estate and building field and urban 
redevelopment, in order to prevent unemployment 
and to activate business, many people ask with a 
wise and knowing look, “Ah, but where is the 
money coming from?” 
All American history proves that the question is 
a foolish one. Money and credit have their founda­ 
tion in desire and purpose. When a nation has an 
objective and moves toward it, the by-product of 
action is credit. This war has certainly proved 
that. No head-shaking by the bankers has pre­ 
vented us from moving forward toward victory. 
When my grandfather landed in this country as 
a young man, with fifty dollars in his pocket, he was 
determined to acquire a good farm. 
He bought 
railroad land at five dollars an acre- and when he 
died it was worth two hundred dollars an acre. 
There are millions of such stories in America. 
Where does the credit for such development come 
from? 
It is engendered by the purposeful action 
of men. 
We are still plagued in this country by economic 
theories derived from 19th century traders in 
England who thought in terms of exchange of 
goods and investment of capital. This is not Amer­ 
ican economics. 
We have not grown wealthy 
through trade. In fact, we have lost money through 
foreign trade. 
American wealth has been pro­ 
duced. 
It has been created, by the application of 
mind and muscle to resources. In other words, we 
are developers. 
Credit blossoms *as we move for­ 
ward. 
No where is this better illustrated than in the 
real estate business. 
Every city has its Realtors 
who once stood in a wheat field and envisaged a 
future community. 
When others were persuaded 
to share this vision, it became a reality. Where did 
the money come from? 
It is hard to say, but it 
came. 
It is salesmanship that makes the world move 
forward. 
Salesmanship creates desire, purpose, 
and effort to attain an objective. 
When the ob­ 
jective is attained, wealth is the result. The bank­ 
ers are merely the bookkeepers in the transaction 
How does this apply to postwar community de­ 
velopment and re-development on a broad scale? 
How does it apply to us as Realtors? 
First, we have to have a plan. 
The country 
looks to us for one on the subject of urban rede­ 
velopment and postwar housing.

George C. Thomas, (MC) USN, 
Eleventh Naval District medical ofticer, announced that more than 
17,000 Navy, Marine and Coast Guard men are patients in hospitals 
in this area. 


S i m u l t a n e o u s l y , Admiral 
Thomas revealed that the U. S. 
Naval Hospital, San Diego, is the 
nation’s largest Navy hospital. It 
already has more than 9,000 pa­ 
tients and is preparing to handle 
several thousand more. 
In anticipation of increased ac­ 
tivity in Pacific warfare, addi­ 
tions are being made at several 
of the Navy hospitals in Southern 
California and work is underway 
to recommission the former Army 
hospitals at Beaumont, Banning 
and 
Spadra. 
With this 
space 
available, the number of patients 
in tlie Southland is expected to 
pass the 21,000 mark shortly. 
Despite crowded conditions, all 
of the Navy hospitals in this area 
have won commendation for their 
treatm ent of patients.

Willcutts, (MC) USN, has been 
expanded to include almost all of 
the former San Diego Exposition 
grounds. Huge exhibition build­ 
ings which were visited by hund­ 
reds of thousands during peace 
times, now have more than 5,000 
hospital patients in addition to 
quarters for nurses and for the 
Navy’s largest 
Hospital Corps 
School. The latter has 2500 stu­ 
dents. 
Beautiful grounds surrounding 
the area are open to the men who 
are convalescing as ambulatory 
patients. Thirty miles away is a 
s m a l l convalescent center at 
Rancho Santa Fe. This annex has 
complete recreation facilities. 
The San Diego hospital now is 
the largest plastic surgery center 
on the West Coast. Skillful sur­ 
geons there have been successful 
in rebuilding the faces, arms, 
legs and other parts of the body 
for men badly burned or wound­ 
ed in combat. 
The orthopedic department of 
the hospital alone is larger than 
most Navy medical centers. It has 
more than 1000 patients, many of 
whom had bones shattered by en­ 
emy bullets. All of the most 
modern splints and casts are used 
to speed the convalescence of 
these men. 
The Corona 
Naval Hospital, 
Commanded by Capt. Harold L. 
Jensen, (MC) USN, is the second 
largest in the district with more 
than 3000 patients on its roster. 
Formerly a luxurious hotel, this 
hospital now is one of the nation’s 
most beautiful medical centers. 
Its main buildings overlook a 
lake. 


RHEUMATIC FEVER CENTER 


The Corona hospital has been 
named the rheumatic fever cen­ 
ter for the Navy and is the larg­ 
est Navy tuberculosis center on 
the West Coast. An almost separ­ 
ate hospital within the hospital 
has been opened to treat the 
tuberculosis cases carefully. 
The Navy hospital at Long 
Beach, comnaanded by Capt. Paul 
M. Albright (MC) USN, has more 
than 1600 patients. Situated close 
to a port, it has a rapid turnover 
of patients.

PR A ISE FOR GROUP 


The article from the “Arm y and 
Navy Register” of June 10 fol­ 
lows: 
“A regiment of Navy Seabees 
has been commended by Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps officers 
for the part it played in repelling 
a sustained 17-day counter-attack 
on Bougainville. 
“The Seabees were under the 
command of Comdr. L. V. Clark 
Deichler, CEC, USNR. 
“Two battalions, bivouaced just 
off the Torokina 
fighter 
strip, 
were subjected to e s p e c i a l l y 
heavy fire. 
"In order to remain alive in 
the bivouac area between March 
8 and 24, 1944," an official report 
stated, “it was necessary for all 
hands to spend some of the day­ 
light hours in foxholes and to 
sleep in foxholes each night. 


W ORK UNDER FIRE 


"In one 24-hour period, the 
Japs scored 11 direct hits on the 
camp of one battalion and drop­ 
ped more than 110 shells within 
50 yards. 
"These combat conditions did 
not prevent the Seabees from 
completing all emergency repairs 
on the Piva fighter strips, which 
had taken a heavy battering. 
During the entire 17-day period, 
no naval facility was out of com­ 
mission for more than 30 minutes. 
“Airfield repairs were made in 
the midst of shellings. Entire re­ 
pair crews suffered the narrowest 
of escapes. Once every member 
of one party was thrown to the 
ground by a shell which burst less 
than 50 feet away. 


RECOMMEND REW ARDS 


“Men in the repair groups have 
been 
recommended for appro­ 
priate awards by Maj. Gen. R. J. 
Mitchell, U. S. M. C., who was 
then Commander Aircraft, Solo­ 
mon Islands, and who now is 
Commander Air South Pacific. 
“Throughout the assaults, the 
Seabees continued work on a hos­ 
pital, a P-T base, boat pool repair 
facilities, 
and 
other important 
naval base structures. They re­ 
placed infantrymen in handling 
rations and unloading cargo. And, 
they furnished a combat team of 
approximately 400 men to be held 
in reserve for front-line duty. 
"Their work in the face of con­ 
tinued enemy opposition has been 
of the highest order and reflects 
great credit upon (the battalions 
participating), said Rear Admiral 
O. C. Badger, U. S. N., Comman­ 
der Service Squadron, South Pa­ 
cific Force. 


COM M ENDS REGIMENT 


“ 'This command,’ Rear Admir­ 
al Badger continued, 'takes this 
opportunity to commend the regi­ 
m ent for the excellence of their 
performance.’ 
“The Seabees also were com­ 
mended by Maj. Gen. Mitchell; 
Capt. H. S. Sease, U. S. N., Com­ 
m ander Air Center, Torokina; 
Maj. Gen. O. W. Griswold, Army

SHORT CUTS 


Keeping in mind canning’s car­ 
dinal rule of “two hours from 
garden to can," home economists 
recommend these short cuts in 
preparing com: To husk, place 
ear on cutting board and slice off 
about one-half inch of stem and 
about one-half inch of tassel end. 
Husks and silks will then strip 
off easily. To cut corn from cob 
quickly, drive a nail through a 
small board (about 4x4x% inches) 
place board on waxed paper or 
into bottom of bowl; stick stem of 
com on protruding point of nail; 
hold knife at 45 degrees angle 
and cut straight down the cob.
